Kew York KveninK Post remarks that the asser- 
tion in the remnrkuMe letter of Napoleon III. to 
the Trench Minister at London, "Lord Palmerstou 
knows nrw ami will beli -ve w hat I say," lias a his- 
tory. Lord Palmeratnn, while the present Empe- 
ror of France was still Prince Napoleon, sai'l of 
him arul of hia famous taciturnity, that he never 
opened his month except to tell a lie. Tho Prince 
promptly wiled upon Ixjrtl Palmerston, a»kcd 
him to explain this remark, and to specify the in- 
stance or instances of falsification on his part upon 
which Lord Palmers ton bad l«ased this utoh* im- 
putation. Lord Palrnerston declared that he had 
no grounds whatever for his imputations upon the 
Prince, tfl.it he never knew him (o lie unfaithful 
to the truth; he pleaded political and official exi- 
•rew'ies in extenuation of hU conduct; expreased 
ureal regret that he had ^iven the l'rince a mo- 
ment'a uneasiness, and him tu consider the 

remark as never having been made. It has so 
happened that up tf twthin the last month L.»nl 
P.ilmerston has reputedly, in nrfirinl and unotfi- 
cial ways, home one unvarying te.stimoiiy to the 
Ulitbfulneea, direct nes^ ami fittruosa, of the Em- | 
peror in all his inierronrse with the I'lii^Iisfa Got- 
ernment. It was under his au>]>icea, und upon his 
issuranres of the Emperor 'a perRtd good faith, 
that the French alliance *** is formed; it was he 
■hat advised and brnnght altoui the exchange of 
rbite, to say nothing of the osculations incident 
A hereto, of tho sovereigns of the two countries, 
and it WOJ in viftnaot' his un.ibated confidence 
that theatttmipt wjs mado list winter lo bind the 
relations of the two countties *ar ill closer together 
by a commerchtl treaty.

It foreshad- 
owed a poIjCT already matured, and which onlv 
waited a convenient opportunity to he put into 
opera! too. Tlie Crimean. Inrliea. am! China war-, 
together With the uncertain dvaJje^tS of Knuice, 
hive kept England so much occupied since then 
ih.it liiiti-h iuteresU in Am? ica have been treat- 
id as of secondary laipottafiea, 

Iho paring of lH<i<J bnmght with it a peiiad of 
comparative repo»e for Eugluiid. One of the 
consequences i,. that the Prince of W ..\ ■ - is now 
on the American couttnent. The Duke of New- 
(Mle, thetiueen's Secretary fur the Provinces, 
is with him. fhtb are Ibr the first time quietlv 
fceling the pulse of the Qaaetj'e subjects there; 
ieciug face to face and conferring uith the leading 
nen of tho ccparate ctdouuil poasc*>sions, with a 
v iew, as we have reason to believe, of ascertain- 
ing the practicability and expediency of bringing 
about, at the "earliest practicable period," a Cun- 
snliJatuiu oj the Province*, for. which there i> 
unquestionably a strong popul ir aspiration. The 
Canadian government U decidedly in favor of it, 
while Nova fscotia onil New Brunswick are tfcJnk- 
Ingabaal it with favorable disfMisitiona — New- 
foundland atid Prince Edward's Island will not 
resist if the rest nan harmonize.

1 nt. with the growing ambiiinn of a 
vigorous and manly youth, they are l>eginning to 
a-k to set up for themselves that is, to have some 
separate provi-ion. They are proud of the old 
family m ni \ their model Queen, and since, tbey 
iuive been allowed to gove; n themselves of their 
mi-del government, but they are not content to 
remain f-'revcr mere colon lata with no chance of 
imperial dignities; they dun t wish to tie called 
forever Canadians, New Briinswiikers. Nova Sco- 
i linns, Priuce Edward's Islander*. Newfoundland 
er<, &c, ran,, but they wish to have a national 
DOttM and a national cbame'er. We have reason lo 
-uj pose that one of the ends proposed by this vieit 
of the Queen's eldest son to Canada will be lo pre- 
pare n suitable resjainse tb these aspirations, and 
■ hat it will be forthcoming very soon after the re- 
:urn «f the royal parly to England, If we may 
judge from such information a» has already trans- 
pin il, somo new name wilt be given to the entire 
Rrlllsh American States, and they will be placed 
under ths rule of the young gsntietnau wh wt they 
.»re now receiving with such Rttsntlon, with the 
:i;lear.d powers of »i \ "irep-y. That something of 
t ii>kindis in contenipl.ilh.ti there can be no doubt. 

If this tour were Mads rbnply fur < ducatiunai | 
purposes, like his trip to tbs s ' list of the Conti- 
aent, and to irsrions ports of the Britiih I lauds, 
he wotiM not b« penniMed f ( i receice gre*»ter or 
raors coetl * sttatttlom from ihs Queen's wrtljsfets 
I Wn he re«eiveil then: \*iberco*. be is received in 
i ansds ns tho immediate representative of the 
Mvereign^ Ihe same etiqnotts and homage being 
rigor tuhly retjuirnd in all ca*e-. he «lone being 
in'lulgetl with tho frctdom of intercourse which 
Furopean *overeiuim usually part with, on muunl- 
(og t he throne. 

We may therefore reasonably expect, as one of 
■he frui Is uf tlii- \I»it, the creation of Ktd Kiver 
into a colony, and then the formation of a united

It is, therefore, no doubt, in 
viea ofthe somewhat rccklo-s foreign policy of 
the last tWD adnrinistratiDnS, and tfas tendency in 
the same direction which tsasciilied by a large 
i lass of British slater-men to our system of almost 
lUiit Si Sal SVffrsgS, lhat i is now propose<l lo con- 
solidate and strengthen the British power on this 
continent so that it may be more eflVciive for 
military purposes than it can possibly l»e while 
distributed sboat us at present in the several 
provhi'-es. With a well wpsnized government 
extending along nur frontier the entire length of 
ibe continent, for a land approach, and a sea coast 
MUSSsiblll to an invading tl<set every fifty miles 
for more than three thousand, the I nitid States 
will find herself under stronger bonds than jhe 
has ever yet been for her gu-d behavior to Eng- 
land.

EFFICIENT STA TE ORQANIZA TIOS. 
If the Union men of Kentucky were firm 
and sell-reliant before the memorable first 
Moti lity in August, they are now sanguine of 
nehieving a more brilliant ami deeisivc victory 
in November. When we were urging our 
friends to rebuke the advocates of disunion by 
Um del'.at oj Mr. MeClarty, who had unfor- 
tunately Itcen made the representative of that 
aivursed poliey, we said that the spirit of Hen- 
ry Clay would walk his l>elovcU soil again, 
traversing the hills and mountains like the 
tiery eross that mustered the clansmen to hat- 
tic. His invisible presence, like a good and 
guardian angel, did pass among us, and hearts 
thrilled in its solemn presence and at its mute 
but snblime ap|K>al to all who love his memory 
and revere the Union. That appeal fell upon 
our ears "more awful than his living tones,'* 
and nobly has Kentueky responded to it. H<r 
sons, the old friends of Henry Clay and those 
who have grown up to cherish his principles, 
carried the proud old war-worn banner of the 
Union triumphantly over and among the dis- 
mayed, terror-stricken, and Hying forces of the 
.Secessionists, and trampled in the du>t the 
black Hag of McUlarty, Hreckiuridge, and 
Disunion. We point with pride to the astound- 
ing Union majorities in Trigg, Christian, Hop- 
kins, MeCrackcn, Caldwell, Henderson, Todd, 
and — but whv enumerate individual instances 
of gallant bearing, where all performed so no- 
bly!

We find them now all over 
the St«*c, lahoring for Douglas or tor Breck- 
inridge, while the Union cause has compara- 
tively but few who arc out in the political har- 
vest field. We want more system in our ex- 
ertions.

have assurances that there will be some of the 
finest stock in the State at the Fair of the South- 
western Agricultural and Mechanical Association 
week after next.

Of course to hear was to obev — the pun- 
ishments were abandoned, and the holiday grant- 
ed. 

Thk PMFKBcnsa aao ran Bvasm a Syria. 
A Beirut correspondent of the Boston Cougrega- 
tionalist writes: 

Still later intelligence informs us tlmt the 
Koords have descended 0000 Damascus, and have 
earried off vast numbers of women and children. 
Thus j* tho prophecy of Jeremiah again receiving 
fulfillment: "Concerning Damascus, Ihtmath 
confoundi'd, ami Arpad, for they have heard 
evil tidings; they are faint-hearted; there is sor- 
row on the sea; it cannot he quiet. How is the 
city of prai.se not left — the city of my joy! There- 
fore her young men lhaU fall in her streets, and 
all the men of war shall be cut off in that day, 
saith the Lord of Hosts; and I will kindle a fire 
in the wall of Damascus, nnd it shall consume 
the palaces of Benhadad." 

IXTEKESTINO LeTTKK ! KOM CoXSTANTINori.E. 

The following extract from a letter written by 
an American gentleman in Constantinople to a 
friend in this city will be read with much in- 
terest: 

CoxsTAXTixort.K, July 17, 1860. 
The civil war in Syria has been very terrible. 
Nearly all the Maronite territory has l>een deso- 
lated with tire and sword. Our last accounts in- 
forms us that the Moslems of Damascus have 
risen against the Christians, and that live hun- 
dred of the latter have been killed and wounded. 
There is a strong ( utside pressure which is hasten- 
ing the conflict between the followers of Mahomet 
and of ('hrist. But, believe me, when I tell vou 
that Mahonietanism is mercy itself, compared to 
the Christianity of the East. Our minister here, 
Mr. Williams, has just been called upon to en- 
deavor to procure Christian burial fur an Ameri- 
can Protestant, which has been resisted for five 
days bv an immense mob of Armenians, headed 
bv their ptiests. For live days the disgraceful 
spectacle bas continued; the dead body remaining 
during the whole time exposed upon the ground, 
and the mob of Armenians, which last evening 
mi mltered four thousand, refusing to allow of the 
interment. These are the Christians, over whose 
cruel wrongs the Christian world is called to 
weep, and to curse the tyranny of their Moslem 
oppressors. Turkish troops iu large numbers 
have been sent to the scene of disturbance, but as 
yet nothing has boon accomplished, and the 
corpse remains unburicd. — Pk*. IVeat.

brDBPKRDgtHOg, Aug. 20. 
The New Mexican mail with dates to the oth 
inst., arrived Ibis evening. There is great excite- 
ment iu Santa Fe. The Xavajoe Indians made an 
attack upon a little settlement eleven miles below 
here, and killed two men and drove off all the 
stock. There were only eleven soldiers in S.mta 
Ke and they were sent in pursuit of the Indians. 
A WsgOO parly of citizens went out and overtook 
the Indians and recovered the stock, but had lo 
light for it, and owing to the cowardice of some 
.Mexicans, three of the parly were killed and live 
wounded, two of whom have Mine died. One of 
them was Christian Nelson, a highly respectable 
eftbato, a cabinet maker by trade. He, with his 
own hand, brought down flvu of the Indians, 
whose total loss was thirteen killed and several 
wounded. They fought entirely v. iili arrows, and 
only retreated when their arrows gave out. Hud 
the entire party taken part in the light, not a 
tnnn would have been killed, but the entire Indian 
force would have been killed or captured. 

On the same day the Indians ran off eighty 
hand of cattle from Ayau Fri », a tnwn live miles 
below Santa Fe. They also took thirteen head of 
government horses, and succeed iu making good 
their escape. An old resident says, ''We have 
been oxpectins ibeir return even day, and would 
not be surpri>ed to see t hem any lime iu ihe pub- 
lic Square*" The militarv protection does not 
amount lo anything, and the military commander 
is worthless. 

There is no Idling at w hat moment the Indians 
may take the country, as they have done every- 
thing that they can to provoke the militarv toac- 
tion, but thav are afraid to assume any responsi- 
bility, and therefore permit Ihe Indians to do 
what they plea.-e. Efforts have been made to get 
the commander of the department to accept the 
services of 1,000 volunteers, but after consultation 
with the Covernment, has refused. The Federal 
officers are at loggerheads and do not speak. The 
consequence is no unity of action or feeling among 
them. Therefore tbe public interest suffers, and 
citizens are murdered with impunity. 

The conductor of tbe mail stales that a report 
was current thai Mr. Ileiit has bjaau murdered by 
the Indians at bis Fort, but that he (the conduc- 
tor") does not jdacc much reliance on it. 

No Indians were seen ou the route. Crass and 
water w ere scarce.

THE CHOPS. 
CROPS' IN Misaoi'Ri.— The rains of the last fort- 
night have greatly improved the prospects for 
good corn and hemp crops in Western Missouri. 
The Liberty, Clay county. Mo., Tribune, of Ait-. 
10th, says of the eft ct* of the late rains: 

We hcaid an intelligent farmer say yesterday, 
that the corn crop in CUy will !*• larger than 
v* vr l etore. Wbil-t some fields will turn out much 
lesi than a average, the greatly increased quantity 
of ground planted will more than make up for the 
deficiency. We sluill have bread enough and tu 
spare to* our less favored neighbor:*, if we have 
auv. The hemp crop in many places is very tine, 
but there will neverl lu-lera be a smaller crop 
raised than last year. The crop of hemp, how- 
ever, will l»e considerable, and will bring into the 
country many thousands of dollars. This, with 
the money that will be expended on our railroad 
(whilst we pay out nothing of any moment for 
the present), will go far towards "relieving the 
praafhra of our people for money. The oat, wheat, 
nnd hav crops are a total failure, but the recent 
rains will give us a large crop of Hungarian grass, 
ah well as potatoes, turnips, cabbage, and other 
fall vege aides. 

The St. Joseph Gazette of the 13th says: 
The parched earth lias had its thirst partially 
slat ked: vet more rain is still needed. The pros- 
pect is lhat we shall have an excellent season for 
seeding, snd, as fhe time approaches for our 
farmers to enter upou this portion of their work, 
it is to be hoped they are preparing for extensive 
••Iterations. Doable tba breadth ever before sown 
should be put out this year. It la scarcely in the 
nature of things that another wheat crop should 
fail. Tut in your seed, and rely upon it you will 
get a handsome return, and remember above all, 
that the whole experiece of this country is that 
early seeding is (be liest. 

Minnes da. — The Winona Hepublican of the 
18th says: "Our farmers are now in the mMat t 
their harvest, mid a busy time they are having. 
The weather has been delightful, with rare ex- 
ceptions, for two weeks p^st, and although every 
man, woman, and child m the country has been 
hard at work during that time, there is a great 
deal of grain uucut. We have heard it estima- 
ted that about one-third of the wheat crop is yet 
in the ground, while of oats there has not to ex- 
ceed one half of the crop been cot, up to Monday. 
The grain is perfectly ripe— indeed much too ripe; 
and from this cause a great waste must inevitably 
ensue, in ban eating what now remains. The 
scarcity of harvester is much complained of; 
hence the slow progress of the harvest. Many 
larmers labor both day and night, and even Sun- 
day i* for them, at piesent. anvthing but a day of 
i. '.!. There are hundreds of reapers scattered 
over the immense grain tields in W inona anil ad- 
jacent countie , everv one of which is kept almost 
constant y in use. The present week, we imagine, 
w ill serve to secure the greater portion of the 
wheat and oat crops." 
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Latf.ii fhom Mkxico. — Contimtrd Succesi of 
the Liberals — Four Miliums of Specte C<nni»y 
Ifoicn. — The United states steam sloop of war 
Voeahontaa arrived at New Orleans Thursday, 
from Vera Cruz direct, with one week's later news 
from the neighiioring Kepublic. 

The latest news from the capital is to the 5th. 
The long expected speeia conducta left on the M 
for Vera Cruz. It consisted of $3,o00,000, when 
it left the city of Mexico, but it was expected 
that the addition to be made at PueMa and 
Jalapa would bring the same to be about $4,- 
000,000. 

The conducta would be escorted down to Plan 
del Kio by a large body of troops belonging to the 
reactionary party, where it would l»c delivered 
gjprer to the Constitutional Ciovernmant. The 
most of the money lielongs to English merchants, 
and will probably be shipped by the next English 
>;eainer. A portion will come to New Orleans. 

At latest accounts from the seat of war, Mm- 
BM was still retreating, closely pursued by the 
Liberals, who are said to number some 'J,(K>0 men, 
well armed and equipped. They were under the 
immediate command of Gen. Degollado, assisted 
lt\* Gens. Zaragoza and DoMado, w ho had already 
joined bis forces to those of the main body. 

(ten. Ogazon opened tire upon the city of Gua- 
dalajara, on the 26:1). according to a report which 
had reached the capital, but wilh what success is 
not stated. 

The retreat of Miramon and continued successes 
of the Liberal party had very much cast down the 
Keactionists, who despared of much longer main- 
taining their ground, without some new political 
combination. 

Meantime a new difficulty, and tliat w ith Sr. 
Pacheco, the Spanish Minister, has arisen at the 
capital, and a rupture was imminent. 

The Spanish commodore at Vera Cruz had also 
made a peremptory demand u|»on khe Government 
for the release of the Spanish bark Maria Concep- 
ciott, which was captnred as a part of the Marin 
expetlition, but Juarez had peremptorily refused 
to give her up. 

The Pocahontas brings up ns pa«-senger, the 
Commander Azcarraga, of the staff of the Cap- 
tain General of Cuba. Also six American seamen 
l»elonging to the schooner Oregon, of Mobile, 
which was wrecked in the late storm at Vera 
Cruz. 

The news of the appearance of Walker on the 
Inland of Co/umel. on the co*st of Vucatan, had 
reached Mexico, where it had created considera- 
ble excitement. 

The dispatches brought up by the Pocahontas 
will he forwarded to-day for Washington.
